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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Donne (US 
6,468,410) does not actually teach a plurality of wells formed in a well plate. Donne 
teaches a plurality of bores in a plate into which individual electrochemical cells are 
inserted. Thus, Donne fails to teach a plurality of electrochemical cells formed in the 
well plate. Wolf et al (US 6,376,233) teach a well plate disposed on top of a circuit 
board (see figs. 3-5), however, the apparatus of Wolf et al does not include 
electrochemical means, and cannot operate in such a fashion. The electronic sensors 
do not and are incapable of operating in the same manner as an electrochemical cell. 
Malin et al (US 5,643,742) do not teach a well plate and circuit board disposed in an 
adjoining position, nor with a fluid tight seal. Maher et al (US 2002/25573) do not teach 
a circuit board attached adjoining to the well plate. Therefore, independent claims 1, 3 
and 21 are allowable. The prior art does hot teach adding an inert member in each of a 
plurality of electrochemical cells for constraining the sahnple electrode and allowing fluid 
communication between the sample electrode and an electrolyte. Therefore, 
independent claim 2 is also allowable.
